Diaz P a y s H is Respects at A m e n . 
can City to Taft and the Latter 
Coes Over to Juarez and Calls 
on M exico's Foremost Citizen. 


El Paso, Oct. 17.—This city bad as 
tisitors Saturday, besides other noted 
men, the chief ex^utives of the U nited 
-States and Mexico. 
Governor Camp­ 
bell welcomed both to Texas. 
Shortly after President Taft s arriv­ 
al President Diaz called on him at the 
chamber of commerce building. Presi­ 
dent Diaz, the first to speak, assured 
the American chief magistrate cd his 
high personal regard and of his esteem 
for the man who had accomplished so 
much in the Philippines, in Cuba and 
elsewhere. 
In 
reply President Taft 
declared he was glad to meet President 


Diaz. 
He was pleased to know the 
president of such a great nation, es­ 
pecially glad to know the present pre s­ 
ident, who had made his nation so 
great. 
Each spoke of the cordial re­ 
lations existing between the two coun­ 
tries. 
Attended only by Governor 
Creel they had a private conference in 
another room. Mexico’s executivethen 
returned to Juarez. 
President Taft and party in the aft­ 
ernoon visited Juarez and the presi­ 
dents met for the second time, at the 
customhouse. 
Juaraz, like El Paso, 
was beautifully decorated’ and three 
trainloads of flowers shipped in to the 
Mexican city added greatly to the oc­ 
casion. 
A grand banquet, at whicl 
the executives sat side by side, was 
held at Juarez. 
The ancient Mexican 
service used is valued at$1.000,OOO,and 
$2 0 0 ,0 0 0 worth of glassware was also 
utilized. Responses to the chief toasts 
were made by the chief executives and 
expressions of goodwill characterized 
them, much applause resulting. 
While proceeding along the streets 
at Juarez President La ft was repeated­ 
ly cheered, Mexico’s president being 
likewise honored at El Paso. 
Presi­ 
dent Diaz was escorted along El Paso 
streets by American troops. At Juarez 
like service was performed by Mexican 
soldiers for President raft.

CARE OF FLOWER BEDS. 


How 
AU 
to 
Keep 
Them 
Beautiful 
Through the Summer. 
All flower beds should at this season 
of the year be kept in proper shape 
aud condition. 
All seed pods and 
withered and yellow leaves should bo 
carefully cleaned and picked off. 
Fre­ 
quent stirring with the hoe is good, 
but not deep enough to iu any way 
injure the roots. 
It is a good idea 
every time you mow the grass to take 
a sharp spade and cut tile edge of a1' 
your flower beds. 
It keeps the grass 
from encroaching on the beds and also 
keeps the beds to their proper shape 
and form a-nti makes them have a 
fresh and neat appearance. 
By August many of the soft grow­ 
ing foliage bedding plants, such as 
coleus, 
alternantheras 
achryanthus, 
etc., will be growing freely and should 
be kept cut back and not allowed to 
become straggling. 
To be pretty, beds 
baaing plants of this kind should he 
uniform. 
The various colors should 
not be allowed to Intermingle. Golden 
tutored plants should not have red 
foliage ones sticking their shoots up 
through the yellow, etc. This is easily 
prevented by constantly pinching. The 
main point is to commence pinching 
early and take the tip out of the 
young growth. 
In this way you can 
scarcely see that the work is going 
on. If, however, you neglect them un- 
►Jll the 
are very tall then you 
leave stems showing, and the beds 
are unsightly for awhile. 
Some beds are greatly benefited by 
mulching 
of 
well 
rotted 
stable 


water at all. 
If it is sandy, as near 
I the coast, and the weather dry it is 


I beneficial to water every day. Gerani- 
I ufos seldom need watering when grow- 
I ing in good garden soil. 
With much 
water they grow too much to foliage. 
Cannas and plants of this character 
do not require much water 
For them 
and geraniums we prefer much hoe­ 
ing. 
lf using a hose sprinkler to water 
have just force enough to water with­ 
out washing the ground. 
Hold the 
sprinkler near the ground so the water 
goes first where ypu want it. Gerani­ 
ums should not have the flower heads 
watered if you can avoid it, as it spoils 
them completely. 
The evening, after 
sundown, is tile best time to water, as 
the plants have all night to take up 
the moisture, and artificial watering i 3 
soon evaporated under tho combined 
effects of wind and hot summer sun.

Noted Aviator Views City From 
Lofty Height. 
Pallas, Oct, 19.—In a Stroebel diri­ 
gible airship Frank Goodale, who has 
achieved quite a reputation as an avi­ 
ator. storting from the fair grounds, 
took a trip down town—not down to 
town—as when he sailed 
over the 
Praetorian building, the tailed struct­ 
ure in Dallas, he looked to be a quar­ 
ter of a mile above it. 
Fully 100,000 
persons witnessed the daring act and 
Mr. Goodale was repeatedly cheered. 
After circling in a most graceful man­ 
ner the cigar-shaped mass of canvas 
with its propeller working lively and 
its occupant waving his hat tothrougs 
many feet below returned to point of 
starting.
